From .what I could gather of the opm 
ions of farmers of this county, it was in 
fened that the land was naturally, as it 
still appears, of middle quality as to pro 
dimtivenes*. I heard ol’ no form, or e 
r*n a field which was supposed by its 
owner as having in its best and original 
shite, to have produced more than 30 
bushels or corn to the acre—which 
certainly t» very moderate crop on land 
peculiarly adapted to that gram. Pro¬ 
bably in some places near the creeks 
there were spots of much greater natu¬ 
ral fertility: but all such could not have 
amounted to any’ great extent. I saw 
no land, other than the highly manured 
lots about ilwellingv which now would 
product Wbtwtoel*', and not much which 
by its preaertl growth promised mere 
than 2fl bushels of corn. Still I may be 
deceived in this respect, not oftly for lack 
of judgment, hot because the grain may 
he greater.in proportion to the geueial 
hulk of. the plan's, than on other soils.— 
This ie asserted of their oat crops which 
appeared to my eye generally mejigre 
and very few spots were seen where the 
growlli wa*very luxuiiant. Yet it is af 
firmed that their ordinary round stack* 
will yield not much short of 200 bushel* 
and if of wheat and elsewhere they would 
hardly exceed 50 ho-hels.
